WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP)— 
The Pearl Harbor investigation 
hit two big snags today which 
threatened its future. 

First the entire legal staff of 
the joint Senate-House inquiry 
committee asked to withdraw from 
the case. 

Then the chairman, Senator 
Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, said 
he was thinking of resigning from 
the committee. 

Both cited the widening scope 
of the investigation and the pros- 


pects of a prolonged sitting as a. 


factor. 

These unexpected developments 
posed the question of how the in- 
vestigation would continue. It had 
been planned to conclude it by 
an. 3, but William D. Mitchell, 
hief counsel-of the committee, 
said there were at least 60 more 
yitnesses. Months would be re- 
juired to examine them, he esti- 

ated. 

Republican members of the com- 
mittee sat in silence as their 
Democratic colleagues discussed 
he problem without reaching any 
mmediate solution. 

The legal staff offered to help 

ny new counsel the committee 
ight obtain, but Mitchell said 
hat he and his aids could not ra- 
main longer than the early part

Barkley to Consider Decision. 
Barkley called the staff's re- 
guest to withdraw a “tragic” de- 
felopment and said he had “no

EXTORTION: SEIZE 
AT PAYOFF SPO 


Admits Demanding $10,- 
000 From Troy (Mo.) 
Banker, Says He Want- 
ed to Buy Farm. 


Al6-year-old Troy (Mo.) farm 
boy was being held by federal au- 
thorities today after attempting to 
extort $10,000 from a Troy banker. 
He was arrésted late yesterday in 
a lonely, wooded area near Troy 
where he directed the banker to 
leave the money, 

His intended victim, Richard 
Brown, cashier of the Bank of 
Tréy, followed elaborate written 
directions to get to the spot and 
left a dummy package in a field 
beside a creek. When the youth, 
wearing a cowboy hat and riding 
a horse, sought to pick up the 
package, Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation agents and Missouri 
State Highway patrolmen stepped 
from behind trees and arrested 
him. 

Wanted Money for Farm. 

The boy, a junior at the Troy 
High School, told agents he 
wanted the money to buy a farm 
and that he thought the extortion 
method was “the quickest and 
most effective.” He pointed out 
that in a letter to Brown, in 
which he demanded the payment, 
he said he would repay the money 
in 10 years with 5 per cent interest. 

The letter, written in a scrawl, 
Was postmarked last Tuesday at 
Troy and was signed “a friend.” 

The letter said: 

“I'm in trouble and T need 
Bring all $10 bills. If 
you do as I say you won't be 
harmed, If you bring it I'll pay 
you back in full with 5 per cent 
interest in-10 years. If you want

Kaufmann Returning Today, 

Mayor Kaufmann is due to re- 
turn to St. Louis today from a 
trip East on city business. The 
appropriation request is to go 
first to the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, and the Referral 
Center board asked that Mayor 
Kaufmann present it. 

Members of the Board of Esti- 
mate are Mayor Kaufmann, Albert 
L. Schweitzer, president of the 
Board of Aldermen, and City 
Comptroller Louis Nolte, Schweit- 
zer, who will act on the question 
both as a member of the Board of 
Estimate and as president of the 

oard of Aldermen, whole-heart- 
edly is supporting the Post-Dis- 
patch plan for a one-stop center. 

“I'm for it,” he said today, re- 
peating his stand.

This will mean the establishment 
of a one-stop community service 
center for veterans when the agen- 
cies now serving veterans in their 
separate locations move such ac- 
tivities into the auditorium. 


Heads of all the agencies con- 
cerned have indicated to the 
| Post-Dispatch a general willing- 
ness to make such a move. All of 
the agencies are represented on 
the Referral Center board, That 
board’s request for city funds 
‘would be meaningless if the Re- 
ferral Center were simply to 
transfer its present limited activi- 
ties to a new site, since War Chest 
funds sufficient to support those 
activities already have been ap- 
propriated.

Massacre in Warsaw 
Ghetto Described at 
Trial — S.S, Reports 
Give Details of Mass 
Killings in 1943.

NUERNBERG, Dec. 14 (AP)— 
Six million European Jews were 
slaughtered in the Nazi campaign 
of extermination, said German se- 
cret police estimates placed to- 
day before the international mili- 
tary tribunal trying 21 of Adolf 
Hitler’s top leaders on war crimes 
charges. 

Ameriéan prosecutors filed an 
affidavit by Dr. Wilhelm Hoettl, 
right hand man to defendant 
Ernst Kaltenbrunner in the se- 
cret police, which gave the esti- 
mate. 

“Approximately 4,000,000 Jews 
had been killed in the various ex- 
termination camps, while an addi- 
tional 2,000,000 met death in other 
ways, the major part of which 
were shot by operational squads 


of security police during the cam- 
paign against Russia,” Hoettl’s af- 
fidavit said: 

Hoett] attributed his figure to 
Adolf Eichman, chief “Jew 
catcher” in the secret police, He 
said Eichman confessed it to 
him in August 1944 in expressing 
the conviction that he would have 
to pay for “the millions of Jew- 
ish lives on his conscience.” 

Gestapo Chief Heinrich Himm- 
ler thought Eichman’s total was 
too low, Hoettl’s affidavit re- 
vealed. Hoettl said, however that 
Eichman was the best informed 
official on Jewish executions. 

Massacre In Ghetto, 

Thousands were killed when 
S.S. troops wiped out the War- 
saw ghetto in a 29-day massacre 
in 1943, according to records sub- 
mitted by Maj. William F. Walsh 
of New York City, assistant Unit- 
ed States prosecutor. 

Details of the mass murder in 
Warsaw were read from reports 
of the S.S. police chief of the 
city, who wrote that he ordered 
troops “‘to destroy the entire Jew- 
ish residential area by setting 
every block on fire.” 

The reports showed 
S.S. chief, a Maj. Gen. 
directed the annihilation 
paign from April 
1943, and that he boasted he had 
killed 7000 Jews in battle, 5000 
to 6000 by explosions and fires 
and collected 49,000 others “whose 
extermination in camps can be

Dr. Klein, 58, chose ine 
mates for the gas chamber. 

Of the others, Weingartner, 32, 
was a former member of the Yu- 
gosiav army; Pichen, S.S. guard 
and butcher shop employe; Fran- 
cioh, 33, Starfle, 33, and Dorr, all 
S.S. guards. 

During the trial, which lasted 
nine weeks, testimony showed 
that at the camps conducted by 
the defendants thousands were 
executed in gas chambers, starva- 
tion was rampant and rivers of 
fat ran from human funeral 
pyres. Brutality in which inmates 
were beaten, frequently without 
cause, was a part of the policy. 
| Specifically, the charges were 
‘committing mass murder and ijl 
treatment of Allied nationals at 
the two camps. Thirteen were 
tried on charges of committing 
crimes at both Belsen and Os- 
wiecim. 

Kramer Admitted Crimes. 

Kramer, who saw duty at five 
camps, in a confession read at the 
trial, admitted he had gassed pris- 
oners at Natzweiler concentration 
camp. He also stated that he was 
aware of the gas chamber and

“LONDON, Dec. 14 (AP)—The 
House of Commons today gave 


its ratification to the Bretton 
Woods monetary stabilization 


pact, thus accepting the first obli- | 


gation laid down by the United 
States for a loan of $4,400,000,000 
to Britain. 

The measure was passed with- 
out dissent on its third and last 
reading and went at once to the 
House of Lords. The action came 
barely 14 hours after Commons 
had approved the terms of the 
hotly-debated loan by a vote of 
845 to 98. 

The Bretton Woods bill was 
rushed through its second reading 
last night by a vote of 314 to 50. 
Under British parliamentary pro- 
cedure the second reading gener- 
ally determines whether a bill will 
pass. The third reading is com- 
mitted to the consideration of 
possible amendments preparatory 
to sending the measure to the 
Lords. 

Beaverbrook to Fight Bills. 

The bill was rushed to the up- 
per House for a first reading in 
hope of its clearance in time for 
royal assent before Parliament's 
Christmas recess, Dec. 20. 

Lord Beaverbrook, whose news- 
papers have been among the loud- 
est critics of the British-American 
financial agreement, and who was 
a member of Churchill’s wartime 
and caretaker governments, will 
seek to block approval of both 
the loan and the Bretton Woods 
plan in the House of Lords on 
Monday. 

In a previous motion, by which 
he sought to influence ratification 
in Commons, Beaverbrook said the 
two measures “involve return to 
the gold standard, abolition of the 
sterling area and destruction of 
imperial preference (in trade).” 

Amendment Withdrawn. 

An opposition amendment by 
Conservative Robert Boothby, 
seeking to limit Britain’s liability 
to the world stabilization fund in 
the event of devaluation of ster- 
ling, was withdrawn when the 
government refused to accept it. 

“It is quite obvious that if we 
have to withdraw from the fund 
it is practically because we have 
no gold or dollars left,” said 
Boothby. “That is why I am con- 
cerned that we accept an obliga- 
tion to repay this money to the 
fund in gold, or gold-convertible 
currency. It is a danger which 
disturbs me.” 

ChanceHor of the Exchequer 
Hiugh Dalton replied that the 
Boothby amendment would modify 
the obligation Britain was re- 
quired to undertake if it signed 
the Bretton Woods agreement, and 
“it is, therefore, not one | can 
accept.” 

Churchill Assails Terms. 

A sharp two-day debate, punc- 
tuated by personal clashes be- 
tween Labor and Conservative 
leaders, preceded the vote on the 
loan terms. 

Led by former Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill, many Conser- 
vatives abstained from voting and 
drew caustic criticism from For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin, who 
headed the government’s fight for 
loan approval. Bevin and Churchill 
duelled in debate over acceptance 
of the loan terms. 

Referring to earlier Conserva- 
tive assertions that the Labor gov- 
ernment got the worst of the bar- 
gain in the loan negotiations, 
Bevin pounded with his fist and 
roared: 

“Is that a claim they (the Con- 
servatives) would have got better 
terms?” 

Amid the uproar Churchill re- 
torted, “I certainly am of the opin- 
ion we could have got better 
terms.” : 

“That’s a libel on the adminis- 
tration of the United States!” 
Bevin shot back. 

Then with pointed directness he 
said: 

“I don’t know anybody who ever 
came away from a money lender's 
office and calculated the 
ments who felt comfortable, This 
discomfort is added 
tastrophe falls on you after you 
have beertl a money lender your- 
self for so long.” 

No Choice, Bevin Asserts. 

Churchill asked his Conservative 
adherents to refrain from voting, 
warning that a heavy opposition 
vote would injure British interests 
in the United States. 

Answering Churchill's absten- 
tion instructions to Conservatives, 
Bevin said: 

“The egoism of it, the actual 
boastfulness of my right honorable 
friend, the horrible assumption 
that the American Government 
would go on its knees to him be- 
cause there was a Labor govern- 
ment in being. 

“I say to members of my own 
party, don’t let us have any cow- 
ards on this side. The fact is

Churchill told Commons there 
was not only bitter disappoint- 
ment but also deep misgivings 
of consequences and of Britain’s 
ability to meet obligations.

162 per cent interest in the special 
circumstances in which we find 
ourselves,” he said. “It is a pity 
we should have allowed a com- 
mercial loan agreement to be 
linked up and mixed up with other 
transactions.

Among sample excerpts from 
daily operation reports teletyped 
to higher S.S. headquarters were 
the following:

“April 27—Jews who were lead- 
ers of the entire resistance move- 
ment . . jumped from burning 
windows and balconies abusing 
Germany and the Fuehrer and 
cursing German soldiers.” 

Captives Forced to Strip. 
“May 3—We discovered several 
times today that Jewesses had 
pistols concealed in their bloom- 
ers. Every Jew and bandit will 
from today on strip completely for 
search.” 

“May 15—The chapel, mortuary 
and all other buildings in the 
Jewish cemetery were de- 
stroyed.” 

“May 16—A large-scale action 
was terminated by blowing up the 
Warsaw synagogue.” 

Describing gas chamber execu- 
tions at Oswiecim, the prosecutor 
read the official report of the 
War Refugee Board of Washing- 
ton, D. C., estimating that 1,165.- 
000 Jews had been killed at the 
one concentration camp. 

Polish government reports, read 
as evidence, estimated that the 
Nazis executed 12,000 Hungarian 
Jews a day at Oswiecim in July, 
1944. 

Suffocated by Thousands. 
Another report described the ex- 
termination camp at Treblinka, to 
which two railroad trains a day 
moved Jews to be auffocated in 
steam chambers. 

“All the victims had stripped off 
their clothes,” the report said in 
describing the executions. “‘Women 
and children first were driven into 
the death chambers. Those too 
slow or too weak to move quickly 
were driven on by rifle butts, by 
whipping and kicking. ... Small 
children were simply thrown in- 
side, 

“After being filled to capacity, 
the chambers were 
sealed and the steam let in.

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BOARD SUGGESTS 
NEW POLICE JOBS; 
AGAINST PAY GUTS 
PROPOSED IN BILL 


Ideas Sent to Author of 
Measure in Legislature 
Include Creating 204 
Corporals — Union 
Drops One Suit. 


Suggestions for creating several 
new positions in the St. Louis Po- 
lice Department in the interest of 
efficiency and recommendations 
that no salaries be reduced were 
made today by the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners, 

The board’s proposals were con- 
fained in a letter sent to Repre- 
sentative James O. Andreatta of 


St. Louis for possible inclusion in| 
a bill he introduced in the State. 
Legislature last Friday. The pro- | 


posed bill provided for salary in- 
creases for most of the depart- 
ment’s personnel, but decreases 
for probationary patrolmen, the 
secretary of the board, the drill 
master and turnkeys. 

Andreatta introduced the bill as 
the St. Louis policemen’s union, 
AFL American Federation of 
State, County & Municipal Em- 
ployes, Local 549, withdrew its re- 
quest for a temporary order to 
restrain the board from carrying 
out its avowed intention of break- 
ing the union. A union petition 
for a permanent’ injunction 
against the board, however, was 
not withdrawn. Hearing on this 
action will be Thursday. 

“Error” to Reduce Salaries. 

The letter, signed by Mark D. 
Eagleton, president of the board, 
Was written with the unanimous 
consent of the board, and said, 
“It is our considered judgment 
that it would be an error to re- 
duce (the salaries) of any per- 
sons in the aforementioned clas- 
sification.” 

Instead of a reduction in sal- 
ary, the letter said, probationary 
patrolmen “should receive an ad- 
vance.” They are now paid $1920 
to $2160 a year, depending on 
length of service. The proposed 
bill would reduce their salaries 
to $1860. 

The letter points out that the 
department is now getting proba- 
tionary patrolmen of high mental 
and physical qualities, the type of 
men the board hopes to continue 
fo attract. “To discriminate 
against them,” the letter said, 
“would be very hurtful in our 
judgment. It would be unfair to 
attempt to decrease their present 
wages.” 

John Blong, secretary of the 
board, whose salary of $4000 a 
year would be reduced to $2800 
if the proposed bill were enacted, 
has multitudinous duties that re- 
quire intimate and _ accurate 
knowledge of all board affairs, the 
letter said, adding, “we think it 
would be quite unwise to make 
any change in the present set-up.” 

Duties of Drill Master. 

The duties of Drill : Master 
Joseph Moran, a lieutenant, were 
listed by the board, which added 
that he “performs a most impor- 
tant function” giving “instruc- 
tions in firearms, military forma- 
tions and the use of the Police 
Manual.” Duties of turnkeys also 
were listed, and the board pointed 
out that “retirement benefits of 
these men would be affected by 
any reduction in their wages at a 
time when living conditions are 
just as high for them as any other 
group.” Moran's salary of $3080 
would be reduced to $2800 by the 
bill, and turnkey’s salaries of $1800 
would be decreased to $1680. 

Pointing out that it would leave 
the matter of salary increases to 
the discretion and judgment of 
the Legislature, the board said, 
“We believe the morale of the de- 
partment can be better served by 
creating the rank of corporal, and 
providing for as many corporals 
as there are now sergeants, which 
is 204.” 

“In our short experience we 
have come to learn that the aver- 
age patrolman is not furnished 
with the proper incentive toward 
hetter police work. We have many 
fine men in the department who 
have served 25 years and have 
never received a promotion.”

PATTON 10 SURVIVE, 
MAY BE PARALYZED 


General Out of Danger, Per- 
manent Extent of Dis- 
ability Uncertain. 


HEIDELBERG, Germany, Dec. 
14 (AP)—Col. R. Glen Spurling, 
chief specialist attending Gen. 
George S. Patton Jr., said today 
the American commander was 
“out of danger of death, but there 
was a possibility that he never 
would be able to command his 
troops again.” 

He described Patton’s condition 
as a touch and go affair. He said 
the general might recover fully 
from the broken neck he received 
in an automobile crash last Sun- 
day, but again that he might be 
partly paralyzed for life. 

Spurling said it would be im- 


possible to forecast the effects of 
Patton's injuries for at least three 
or four weeks. 

Unable to Move Legs, 

The general is unable to move 
his hands or legs voluntarily but 
is able to move his shoulders, 
Spurling said. There is a small 
amount of movement in his right 
upper arm, 

Patton will be in a traction ap- 
paratus for several weeks and 
then will be fitted with a neck 
brace or collar support, Spurling 
said. 

“As soon as his condition per- 
mits, he will be moved back to 
the United States for hospitaliza- 
tion,” the doctor said. “That prob- 
ably will be within the next four 
to six weeks. He'll go by air.” 

Explaining that the injury to 
the spinal cord can not yet be 
determined, Spurling said doctors 
might have to wait six months to 
know definitely whether Patton 
would regain full control of his 
arms and legs. 

Lt. Col. Paul 8S. Hill Jr., chief 
surgeon at the station hospital, 
said Patton was eating regularly, 
and that he gets one or two 
ounces of whisky daily as part of 
his medication. 

New Drug Sent to Hospital. 

A shipment of the new drug, 
striptomycin, was being rushed to 
Heidelberg against the possibility 
of urological infections which 
would not respond to penicillin or 
the sulfa drugs. 

Mrs. Patton spent most of the 
day at her husband's bedside read- 
ing him messages of sympathy 
from President Truman, Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, British 
Field Marshal Sir Harold Alexan- 
der and others. The President’s 


message said: 

“IT am distressed at the painful 
accident which you have suffered 
and want you to know that I am 
thinking of you at this time. You 
have won many a tough fight and 
I know that faith and courage will 
not fail you in this one.” : 

Findings on Drivers. 

A military report said that In 
the opinion of investigating of- 
ficers the accident was caused “by 
carelessness on the part of both 
drivers.” Both, however, were 
listed as excellent drivers and 
they were returned to their units 
with no disciplinary action taken. 

The drivers were Pfc. Horace 
Woodring, 19 years old, 
Ky., Patton’s chauffeur, and Tech- 
nician Fifth Class Robert Thomp 
son 20, of Camden, N.J., who was 
driving the truck. The report said 
Thompson had signaled for a left 
turn before the crash.

GLENWOOD SPRINGS, Colo., 
Dec. 14 (AP)—Volunteers are 
searching the ruins of the 5% 
year-old Glenwood Hotel, de 
stroyed by fire early today, for 
the bodies of three to 12 guests 
believed to have perished in the 
blaze. 

Seven persons were injured and 
about 125 guests fled into near 
zero weather in this resort town 
of 3000 population, 

Firemen said only three persons 
were unaccounted for, but police 
declared 12 may be missing, 
among them some _ transients. 
Police estimated damage was 
more than $200,000. 

Cold, an all-night snow and 
wind handicapped volunteer fire- 
men, 

A guest in the four-story hotel 
complained about midnight that’ 
he smelled smoke. The manager 
said he searched the building and 
finally looked over a transom into 
a department store on the ground 
floor and saw a fire. Immediately, 
he said, flames spread and guests 
on the upper floors were trapped. 

He ran up as far as the second 
floor and warned guests, but could 
go no higher, he related. The 
hotel register burned, preventing 
an immediate check of the guests,

Text of Mitchell’s Statement. 
The text of the statement Mitch- 
ell read to the committee follows: 
“When I undertook to serve the 
committee as chief counsel, I be- 
lieved that my services would not 
be needed beyond early January.

“T had and still have a definite 
conviction that the real purpose of 
this committee was to present 
facts which would permit a final 
answer to this basic question: 
“Who was responsible for the 
failure of our forces at Hawaii to 
be on the alert and for the ad- 
mitted failure to use to the best 
advantage such defense facilities 
as were available at Pearl Harbor? 
“The point we have reached in 
the hearings makes it evident that 
a complete replacement of the 
committee’s legal staff is neces- 
sary. 

60 Witnesses As Yet Unheard. 
“The committee began its hear- 
ings Nov. 15 and has been sitting 
regularly for a month, including 
all Saturdays but one. During 
that period only eight witnesses 
have been completely examined 
and we estimate that as the field 
of inquiry by committee members 
has widened out and new wit- 
nesses have been added to the 
list, there remain at least 60 wit- 
nesses to be examined, Many of 
these witnesses are quite as 
crucial as those who have testi- 
fied. At the rate of progress dur- 
ing the past month, it seems Cer- 
tain that several more months of 
hearings will be required. 

“The joint resolution of the 
Congress under which the commit- 
tee is acting requires a finak re- 
port of the committee to be made 
not later than Jan, 3, 1946. I as- 
sumed that time limit meant what 
it said. 

“I had every reason to feel that 
the essential facts bearing on this 
basic question could be presented 
thoroughly within the time set. 
There had already been six in- 
quiries into this question. AS a 
result we had as a starting point 
the testimony of most of the prin- 
cipal participants and a substan- 
tial amount of documentary mate- 
rial previously assembled. At the 
beginning of my employment, as | 
then informed the committee, I 
undertook with my staff to spend 
approximately six weeks in the 
preparation of evidence and I 
stated to the committee that com- 
mencing on or about Nov. 15 we 
would be in a position to present 
in an organized and orderly fash- 
ion the evidence which he had as- 
sembled. 


Difference as to Evidence. 


“T have never had the idea, nor 
do I have it today, that counsel 
should be the sole judge as to 
what evidence should be presented 
to the committee or what avenues 
of inquiry the committee should 
follow. I thought that there are 
certain essential facts, as to which 
there could be no doubt as to 
pertinence or relevance, which 
counsel should present at the out- 
set in order to lay out the basic 
groundwork. I thought and so 
stated to the committee that at 
the conclusion of this presentation, 
which we had every reason to feel 
could be completed well within 
the time limit set, the committee 
would then be in a position to ap- 
praise the case as a whole and de- 
termine what additional evidence 
was required or whether any other 
witnesses should be called. 

“Since the start of the hearing 
it has become increasingly appar- 
ent that some members of the 
committee have a different view 
than that entertained by counsel, 
either as to the scope of the in- 
quiry or as to what is pertinent 
evidence. This has been reflected 
in extensive examination by some

PATTERSON ASSAILS NAVY |

Two Volumes of Navy Data. 
Late yesterday committee mem- 
bers were handed a two-volume 
“narrative statement” on investi- 
gations the Navy has conducted.

1. Intercepted Japanese mes- 
sages showed that Tokyo informed 
Berlin on Nov. 30, 1941, that “‘there 
is é¢xtreme danger that war may 
suddenly break out between the 
Anglo-Saxon nations and Japan.” 
2. The Navy denied ever receiv- 
ing a “winds” message which in- 
tercepted Tokyo instructions had 
said would be broadcast to inform 
Japanese consuls of any impending 
break in diplomatic relations. (An 
Army inquiry board report con- 
tended such a message had been 
monitored by the Navy on Dec. 


13, 1941, but that it later disap- 


peared from Navy files. The 
Army board report also quoted the 
Navy denial.) 

3. Capt.- Alwin Kramer of the 
Navy once testified but later with- 
drew the statement, that on the 
morning of Dec. 7, 1941, he sug- 
gested to Secretary Knox that the 
1 p.m. hour for delivery of a final 
Japanese note here conincided 
with 7:30 a.m. in Hawaii. The 
report said Knox was at a State 
Department conference when Kra- 
mer arrived there that morning. 
It added Kramer “admitted also 
that he ‘did not’ ask the State De- 
partment employe (with whom he 
talked) to suggest to Secretary 
Knox that the message might 
mean an attack at Pearl Harbor.” 

(The Army board report quoted 
testimony from Navy Capt. L. F. 
Safford that Kramer told him in 
1943 that when he submitted the 
message to Knox he sent along 
a note saying in effect “this means 
a sunrise attack on Pearl Harbor 
today and possibly a midnight at- 
tack on Manila.”) 

Kimmel and Short Disagreed. 

4. Adm. Husband E. Kimmel, 
Navy commander at Pearl Harbor, 
and Lt. Gen. Walter C. Short, the 
Army chief there, could not agree 
who should command Army troops 
it was proposed to send to garri- 
son Wake and Midway islands. 
Adm, William W. Smith, chief 
of staff to Kimmel, said Kimmel 
declared: “If the Army commanded 
one’ of these islands, I wouldn't be 
able to get a ship into one of the 
ports.” 

5. Kimmel was disturbed in 
September 1941 ‘that there might 
be “some in Washington who 
might be inclined to overlook” the 
needs of Pacific defenders. 

6. In October 1941 Kimmel went 
on record as feeling that “a fleet, 
tied to its bases by diversion for 
other purposes, of light forces 
necessary for its security at sea, 
is, in a real sense, no fleet at all.” 

7. Adm, Harold R, Stark, chief 
of naval operations, wrote Kimmel 
Nov. 7, 1941, from Washington: 
“Things seem to be 
steadily towards a crisis in the 
Pacific. - @ month may see, 
literally, most anything.” 

3. On Nov. 27, 1941, the day of a 
war warning message from Wash- 
ington, Kimmel “made his decision 
not to increase the measures of 
the fleet in port and not to inaugu- 
rate either a total or partial long- 
range air search or reconnaissance 
from Oahu, though there were suf- 
ficient planes to conduct such a 
search in the known more danger- 
ous sectors.” 

The report noted that on this 
day the Japanese carrier striking 
force “had been at sea for two 
days .., en route to deliver its 
attack.” 

Letter cn Hickam Alert. 

Representative Gearhart re- 
ceived a letter from a man who 
served as a clerk at Hickam Field, 
the Army air base in Hawaii 
which was shattered by bombing 
and strafing Japanese planes. 

The letter, dated Dec, 3, 1945, 
bore the signature of Stephen L. 
Carmalt, Pittsburgh, Pa. 

Gearhart made public at yester- 

terday’s hearing a part of the let- 
ter in which Carmalt said Hickam 
Field was on an all-out alert from 
Dec. 1 to Dec. 6, but that the alert 
was called off the day before the 
attack. Gearhart said yesterday 
the letter was from a man. in his 
own congressional district. 
Gearhart asked committee coun- 
sel to obtain any Army records 
that might exist in connection 
with the information contained in 
the letter. It said: 
a I will give you an idea as 
to what was done to call us off 
the alert on Dec. 6, 1941: (1) All 
machine-gun positions were torn 
down by the evening of Dec, 6, 
1941. This included the two on 
headquarters building (2) Pass 
restrictions were lifted the morn- 
ing of Dec, 6, so this explains 
why so many men were off 
Hickam Field Dec. 7 The men 
had been kept on the field so 
long before Dec. 6, 1941, that when 
passes were granted more than 
the average number left the field. 
(3) On Dec. 6, 1941, all men had 
to turn in their arms and ammuni- 
tion they had to supply rooms. We 
were allowed to keep our gas 
masks and helmets. (4) In general, 
the alert that existed before Dec. 
6 did not exist after the morn- 
ing of Dec. 6.”

ELECTRICAL UNION 


Leaders Say No Walkout | 
Will Be Called Before 
Jan. 1—Wage Increase 
Sought in 75 Centers. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14 :AP)— 
CIO Electrical workers, following 
the pattern set by CIO workers in 
the steel and automobile indus- 
tries, voted almost five to one in 
favor of a country-wide strike, 
nearly complete balloting returns 


showed today. 

The vote authorized a walkout 
of a union-estimated 200,000 work- 
ers after Jan. 1 in plants of three 
of the largest manufacturers of 
electric appliances—General Elec- 
tric, Westinghouse and the electri- 
cal division of General Motors. 

The National Labor Relations 
board said 86,794 workers in plants 
from coast to coast voted in fa- 
vor of a strike to back up their 
demands for a $2 daily wage 
boost; 18,216 balloted against. 

Figures released by the CIO 
United Electrical, Radio and Ma- 
chine Workers agreed with the 
NLRB ratio, but showed 86,229 for 
a strike and 17,225 against. A 
spokesman said these figures rep- 
resented 86 per cent of the vote. 

Delay in Walkout. 

The electric workers, third larg- 
est CIO union, thus voted to join 
the United Steel Workers and the 
United Aytomobile Workers in 
taking strike action, but union 
spokesmen have said no walkout 
would be called before the first 
of the new year. 

Jnion spokesmen estimated that 
200,000 workers would be affected 
by the electric workers’ vote, in- 
creasing the total number of CIO 
workers taking strike action in 
three major industries to more 
than a million. 

Voting among the electrical 
workers began yesterday morning 
in 75 industrial centers in 16 states 
and continued in some large 
plants almost until midnight. 

A breakdown of the NLRB tabu 
lation showed 53,618 General Elec- 
tric workers in 35 cities favoring 
a strike and 9428 against; 32,389 
Westinghouse workers in 34 cities 
for and 8756 against; 787 General 
Motors workers in two cities for 
and 32 opposed. 

The union reported that a third 
General Motors plant in Dayton 
had voted 4417 to 354 for a strike, 
but NLRB figures were not avail- 
able. 

Negotiations Requested. 

The NLRB estimate that J28,- 
121 workers were eligible to take 
part in the voting.

CAFE SANITATION 
BILL OFFERED IN 


Measure Lacks Grading 
Provisions R ec o m- 
mended by U.S. Public 
Health Service. 


. 


The restaurant sanitation bill, 
prepared by the special alderman- 
ic committee appointed by A. L. 
Schweitzer, president of the Board 
of Aldermen, was introduced in 
the board today by Alderman 
Richard Nichols, committee chair- 
man. The bill lacks grading provi- 
sions recommended by the United 
States Public Health Service. 

Health Commissioner Dr. Joseph 
F. Bredeck has said that any 
measure regulating the cleanliness 
of restaurants would be ineffective 
without grading provisions. 

The bill provides that the health 
commissioner issue permits to eat- 
ing establishments and that the 
permits remain in force, without 
renewal, unless revoked by the 
health commissioner for the es- 
tablishment’s failure to abide by 
the sanitary regulations set up in 
the bill. 

An appeal commission, appoint- 
ed by the Mayor, would be set up 
under the terms of the bill. This 
body, composed of seven members, 
would hear appeals from the rul- 
ings of the health commissioner. 
Membership of the commission 
would include a restaurant opera- 
tor, a tavern operator, a delicates- 
sen operator, a proprietor of a 
drug store and three members at 
large, 

The bill provides that in cases 
of failure to comply with the sani- 
tary regulations set up, which are 
closely patterned on the regula- 
tions recommended by the United 
States Public Health Service, the 
health commissioner would notify 
the operator of the restaurant, or 
tavern, to correct the defects. If, 
after a 30-day period, the irregu, 
larities have not been corrected, 
the health commissioner would 
give notice that the permit Was to 
be revoked. 

The operator of the restaurant 
would then be given 15 days to 
appeal to the commission. The 
bill provides that the commission 
must hear appeals within 15 days 
of the time they are made. 

The bill differs from the two 
previous measures which were de- 
feated in the board in that it has 
no provisions for grading and in 
that appeals are made to the ap- 
pointive commission instead of to 
the Board of Public Service. 

Schweitzer received a letter to- 
day, signed by representatives of 
13 civic and professional organiza- 
tions, requesting that public hear- 
ings be held on the bill, 

Stating that clean restaurants 
vitally affect the welfare of the 
public, the letter read, in part 
“We trust that public hearings 
will be held at aneearly date. If 
the board schedules a holiday over 
the Christmas season, we urge 
that hearings be held immediately 
after it reconvenes.” 

On motion of Alderman Charles 
Albanese, the board will meet to- 
morrow at 11:30 a.m, to consider 
an amendment to an ordinance, to 
give Fire Marshal Walter H. Kam- 
mann discretionary powers in per- 
mitting Christmas trees to be used 
as decoration in public buildings.

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Iran Government Forces 
There and at Ardabil 
Said to Be Surrounded, 
Outnumbered.

TEHRAN, Dec. 14 (AP)—A high 
government source said _ today 
rebellious tribesmen’ threatened 
imminent capture of the Azerbai- 
jan province capital of Tabriz, and 
the town of Ardabil, 110 miles to 
the east. 

The announcement came as pro- 
vincial Gov. Bayatt arrived in 
Tehran by air from _ besieged 
Tabriz. Bayatt said he had been 
forced to leave by leaders of the 
movement for local autonomy. He 
said he was accompanied to” his 
plane by Jafar Pishehvari, presi- 
dent of the newly formed Azer- 
baijan government and Democrat 
party leader. 

Iranian garrisons in both cities 
were reported surrounded by 
numerically superior insurgent 
forces demanding immediate sur- 
render, The force at Ardabil was 
said to be hemmed in by 2000 
attackers. 

The Tabriz garrison, a govern- 
ment official said, was awaiting 
orders from Tehran to fight or 
surrender, Orders to both garrisons 
were dispatched in code last night, 
but their nature was not disclosed. 
_ Official reports earlier in the 
week from Azerbaijan told of 
amall skirmishes there. Informa- 
tion has been scarce ever since 
Irianian government troops sent 
to the province were turned back 
by a Russian commander south- 
east of Zenjan. 

The Russian explanation for the 
refusal of entry is that such a 
move might cause unnecessary 
bloodshed in the Soviet-occupied 
territory. 

Meanwhile, Premier TJbrahim 
Hakimi prepared to leave for 
Moscow for discussions with the 
Soviet Government. The Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs appealed to 
Russia, Great Britain and the 
United States to withdraw their 
troops from Iran immediately. 

A Foreign Ministry statement 
said the continued presence of 
foreign troops on Iranian soil “has 
caused the integrity of Iran to 
be violated and caused many ac- 
cidents, brought many difficulties, 
and the thoughts of Iranians are 
disturbed.” 

“Discipline and order are de- 
stroyed,” the statement continued, 
“and there no donger is tranquil- 
ity among the people.” 

The statement said the question 
of evacuating foreign troops from 
Iran would be brought to the at- 
tention of the Russian, British 
and American foreign ministers 
in their forthcoming meeting in 
Moscow.

He said the Republicans “already 
have picked their opponent for 
1948; they are determjned to run 
against Roosevelt.” 

“My own confident prediction is 
that F.D.R. dead will give them 
as sound a trimming as ever did 


F.D.R. living.” 
“No Regard for Truth.” 
The congressional investigation 
of the Pearl Harbor attack and 


the charges against State Depart- 
ment officials made by Maj. Gen. 
Patrick J. Hurley when he re- 
signed as Ambassador to China 
were cited by Ickes as the “at- 
tempts reactionary Republicans 
are making to get ready for 1948.” 

“There is only one difficulty 
that I can see in the way of a 
sweeping victory for the Repub- 
licans on the disinterested Pear] 
Harbor issue seven years after 
the event,” he said, “Unfortunate- 
ly for them, and despite their own 
responsibility for our unprepared- 
ness, we did win the war. 

“It is not even creditable, thus 
belatedly, for expost facts ‘states- 
men’ to insinuate, with no regard 
for the truth, that Roosevelt bait- 
ed a trap at Hawaii with our 
Navy in the hope that the Jap- 
anese would do what the Chicago 
Tribune and its-fellow members 
of the Chicago-New York-Wash- 
ington newspaper axis insisted 
that it would not do, namely, make 
war upon the United States.” 


Ickes urged “considerate and 
understating” support of Presi- 
dent Truman and said “an his rec- 
ord to date he is entitled to the 
respect and support of every lib- 
eral.” 


Surprised F. D. R. Chose Hurley. 

Concerning the Hurley case, he 
said: 

“In his reckless disregard as to 
whether he might make trouble 
for his own country or not, Gen. 
Hurley has cast discredit upon 
himself. He has hurried into the 
market place with his lamenta- 
tions, recklessly accusing where 
apparently he had no proof to 
sustain his charges. It is not sur- 
prising that his charges have 
fallen flat. He had nothing to 
sustain them.” 


Ickes said that “officials in 
Washington marveled that the 
late President should be so gen- 
erous to a political waif and stray 
as to clothe him in ambassadorial 
robes and send him forth where it 
was a foregone conclusion that, 
considering his lack of experience 
and want of self-restraint, plus 
his eagerness for the limelight, 
damage might result to his coun- 
try.” 

Hutchins Criticizes Administration. 

Chancellor Robert M. Hutchins 
of the University of Chicago said 
in a speech that, although the 
Government “is still distinguished 
by the monolithic figure of the old 
curmudgeon”—a reference to Ickes 
—it “is rapidly becoming a gov- 
ernment of small-time politicians, 
whose only fixed purpose is to 
atay in office.”

But it doesn’t take long for the visitor to realize that these signs 
of welcome are completely outdated. 


Grim-faced Koreans, who last 
September celebrated their libera- 
tion from Japanese rule and wel- 
comed American troops’ with 
smiles, are chanting once more, 
“All foreigners are dirty Chinese 
and we must kill them all.” 

They were jubilant when their 
old enemies, the Japanese, finally 
were beaten. But they are unhap- 
py today. 

There are two principal reasons: 

1. Their country is split in two 
by an invisible line known as 
the thirty-eighth parallel, north 

latitude. All trade and com- 
merce across it has stopped, se- 
riously complicating the _ eco- 
namic functioning of the coun- 
try. The north, which is indus- 
trial, is occupied by the Rus- 
sians, while the agricultural 
south is occupied by the United 
States. 

2. After waiting 40 years for 
independence, they find that 
they must wait some more, They 
have been freed of Japanese rule 
only to be controlled by two 
other foreign powers. 

First-hand information on the 
Russian zone is not available, 
since correspondents are not per- 
mitted to enter it. In the Ameri- 
can zone, one quickly discovers 

that Anterican soldiers are about 
as popular with rank and file Ko- 
reans as the King’s Redcoats were 
in colonial America on the eve of 
the Revolution. 

At first, the Koreans mistakenly 
thought we were bringing them 
immediate independence. When 
they learned that American plans

How Goes the Fake MVA? 


The complete fatuousness of the Inter-Agency 
Committee with which the Army Engineers and 
the Reclamation Bureau are trying to carry out 
the development of the Missouri Valley has now 
been exhibited. In the first important things it 
has tried to do it has fallen flat on its face. 


The committee's performance in the matter of 
Garrison Dam, which would be built on the Mis- 
souri River in North Dakota, proves explicitly 
what has been implicit in the setup all along: 
That the Inter-Agency Committee is not a single 
management for the development project, but a 
false front, a fake MVA, behind which the poli- 
tickings, bickerings and horse-tradings between 
the Army Engineers and the Reclamation Bu- 
reau go on. 


The Inter-Agency Committee, tackling what it 


_ regarded as the most important problem it has 


yet had to resolve, chose between two proposed 
heights for Garrison Dam, and picked the higher, 
which was the one proposed by the Army Engi- 
neers. The Reclamation Bureau had first op- 
posed the Garrison project as “unnecessary” and 
a waste of money. When it began to look as 
though an MVA would take over the job if the 
Army and the Bureau didn’t get together, the 
latter accepted the Garrison project, but pro- 
posed a lower elevation than the Army’s, 


Now, the question whether the Garrison pro)- 
ect should be built at all, and the question of 
what height it should be built to if the project 
were decided upon, are engineering questions, 
and they are the kind of engineering questions 
which the agency managing the development of 
the Missouri Valley will have to decide many 
thousands of times before the Missouri River is 
finally brought under control and into the service 
of the people of the United States. So it is quite 
pertinent to form an idea of what quality of 
engineering decisions the Inter-Agency Commit- 
tee is likely to arrive at by appraising the qual- 
ity of its first important decisions on engineer- 
ing problems. 

After the Inter-Agency bureaus had decided 
to build Garrison, and to build it to the higher 
proposed elevation (Score: Army Engineers 2, 
Reclamation Bureau 0), all the agencies repre- 
sented on the committee were committed to 
those decisions—or at least they were if the com- 
mittee is what it purports to be, a single agency 
of management. 

But proponents of the lower elevation contin- 
ued to insist on it, and succeeded in getting Con- 
gress to attempt to limit Garrison reservoir to 
the elevation proposed by the bureau. 


The performance of the Inter-Agency Com- 
mittee to daté, with respect to the two most im- 
portant engineering decisions that ‘have come 
before it, is a record of default of engineering 
judgment to political manipulation, a record of 
disunity and squabbling and horse-trading with 
public funds, a record of cynical waste of the 
great opportunity to bring this vast valley into 
its inheritance—and for no better reason than 
to enable two hostile Government bureaus to 
hold on to their pork barrels. 


How much more plain, incontrovertible evi- 
dence is needed to convince anyone capable of 
looking an obvious fact in the face that the In- 
ter-Agency Committee settles nothing, that it 
prostitutes engineering to politics, that it is 
merely a feeble and unconvincing imitation of 
the unified management which MVA alone can 
give to Congress's policies of development for 
the Missouri Valley?

In the middle of this ex- 
change of superheated language, may one put in 
a quiet word? 

With about as many exceptions as in other 
businesses, those interested in selling housés 
have no desire to rob anyone. They do want to 
get the biggest honest profit they can, and 
dollars speak louder in the market place than 
nice distinctions between veterans and other 
buyers and between those who can and cannot 
afford to pay highly inflated prices. 

Nevertheless, from the point of view of vet- 
erans and other homeless citizens, there is today 
an appearance of desire to fatten on their dire 
need. In its consequences, the belief that the 
motive to take advantage exists can be just as 
potent as its actual existence. “Group hatred” 
grows without any watering by Nathan Straus. 

By the same token, the rage against extortion 
could be kept from growing still higher. The 
way to stop its growth is to stop further inflation 
of housing prices. One would think, if real 
estate interests had a care about their future 
popularity, that they would welcome instead of 
condemn temporary restraints on prices. 
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The British in Java are reported ready to back 
the Dutch to the hilt. Presumably the one, that 
is sticking out of the backs of the Javanese. 
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Unemployment Prospects 

It is good that reconversion unemployment is 
running 30 to 40 per cent under Administration 
estimates. 

The battle, however, is far inne won, Dis- 
charges from the services are only getting into 
full swing. The Administration’s estimates may 
well have been thrown awry by a decision of 
many veterans and war workers to take good 
long vacations (perhaps to hunt houses and flats). 
After New Year’s, we may reasonably anticipate 
sharp increases in the number who want work. 
They will be very sharp indeed if the General 
Motors strike continues and the steel and elec- 
trical equipment strikes come on schedule. 

It is timely, therefore, to consider the ques- 
tion of unemployment compensation once again. 
Compensation—the point cannot be too often 
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stressed—-is not available to men out on strike, 
But it will be needed, on as liberal a level as the 
public will support, for those who want to work 
and cannot find work, including those thrown 
out of work because related industries are strike- 
bound. It is just that those people should be 
taken care of—the more so because corporate 
employers in 1946 will enjoy the carry-back-of- 
loss provision of the excess profits tax and com- 
plete elimination of that tax on 1946 production. 

There is a special felicity, then, in the agree- 
ment of both houses in the Missouri Legislature 
io increase unemployment benefits from a maxi- 
mum of $18 for 16 weeks to $20 for 20 weeks. 
That is neither over-stretching liberality nor 
encouraging idleness. Now why cannot there be 
an equal felicity in Congress with the proposal 
—also entirely within reason—to supplement 
state funds so as to support temporary benefits 
as high as $25 for 26 weeks?

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The Time Is Now 


Immediately on his return to St. Louis, Mayor 
Aloys P, Kaufmann should act on the request by 
the board of directors of the Veterans’ Informa- 
tion and Referral Center. Without delay, there 
should be established and operating a one-stop 
community center for war veterans, in Kiel Au- 
ditorium. 

Last month more than 17,000 veterans re- 
turned to St. Louis and St. Louis County. More 
will return in December. There is no time for 
further quibbling about details; the runaround 
for war veterans is going to end in St. Louis. 

The Referral Center board has asked for space 
in Kiel Auditorium and for $100,000 in city 
funds. The Post-Dispatch has outlined a con- 
crete plan for the establishment of an adequate 
service center for veterans in the auditorium. 
Now is the time to get started. 

For the next days and weeks, the spotlight will 
be on the agencies. A majority of the members 
of the Board of Aldermen favor granting the 
appropriation asked for the operation of a cen- 
ter. It is up to the agencies serving veterans to 
move their services to Kiel Auditorium. Vet- 
erans and their families, a quarter of the popu- 
lation when all the veterans are back, will want 
to know the reason for every hour of delay from 
now on. An enumeration of difficulties will not 
be impressive. 

If the Referral Center board is going to keep 
the leadership of veterans’ services in St, Louis, 
it cannot rest on the letter sent to the Mayor yes- 
terday. It must reassert its leadership by bring- 
ing the agencies together and finishing the job. 

Perhaps the least acceptable excuse, when the 
final accounting to the veterans is made, will be 
that funds were lacking. The cost of failure in 
meeting the problem is so staggering that the 


~ $100,000 asked by the Referral Center board is a 


child’s allowance by comparison. Yet even this 
sum would be spent only if needed. 

Actually, there is good reason to believe an 
over-all saving can be made when duplication of 
services is eliminated. Agencies will provide out 
of their present budgets for activities at the 
center now carried on elsewhere. There will, 
however, be some incidental expenditures, im- 
mediately, and it is wise to provide for them. 
Let the funds be provided, then, in all haste. 

As the partitions go up in Exhibition Hall at 
Kiel Auditorium, the noise of hammer and saw 
will be a welcome sound to veterans who have 
waited so long—so far—so patiently.

A Good Way to End Labor Rackets 


A bill which would make labor unions subject 
to the 1934 anti-racketeering law, and which 
the House has sent to the Senate, is not directed 
against labor unions. It is directed against crim- 
inals who make themselves immune to punish- 
ment, and who are not stopped from preying on 
the public, because they operate from within 
labor unions. 

The anti-racketeering law’s effect on labor- 
union racketeering was decided three years ago 
when it was invoked in an effort to curb a local 
of the International Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
Chauffeurs, Stablemen and Helpers of America. 
The local was compelling owners of trucks 
driving into New York City to pay its members 
to drive and to unload. 

The United States Supreme Court's decision 
was that the anti-racketeering law did not apply 
to unions. Justice Stone, the lone dissenter, de- 
clared that the union was practicing extortion, 
that the payments it exacted from truck owners 
were not bona fide wages but “the purchase 
price of immunity from assault.” It's the old 

“protection” racket. ; 

The then Justice Byrnes, delivering the major- 
ity opinion, virtually invited Congress to stop 
the labor-union loophole in the anti-racketeering 
act. The immunity clause in the Federal law 
“does not mean,” the majority opinion said, ‘‘that 
such activities are beyond the reach of Federal 
legislative control,” and, short of Federal action, 
state and local governments could punish “the 
use of violence disclosed by this record” under 
“the ordinary criminal law.” 

But state and local action are evidently not 
enough, for the racketeering continues, and if it 
is to be stopped Congress will have to take up 
the challenge and go after these gangsters with 
the Federal power. 

Representative Hobbs of Alabama, author of 
the pending bill, says it is aimed at ‘goons at 
the end of the Holland Tunnel” in New York. 
If labor stands to lose anything, it will be be- 
cause of peanut politicians like Representative 
Marcantonio of New York, who boasts that the 
bill can be defeated in the Senate. 

Labor is weakened when it resists legitimate 
efforts to purge unionism of criminality, A 
goon doesn't become an attractive character 
simply by carrying a union card, and that is what 
the Senate needs to keep its mind on in consid- 
ering the Hobbs bill.

The crisis in Iran, that strategically sit- 
uated country between the Caspian Sea and 
the Persian Gulf, and the main land route 
to British India, has an extensive back- 
ground which is utterly unfamiliar to most 
Americans. Since United States policy is 
today following the lead of Great Britain, 
and since British propaganda is well-or- 
ganized and experienced, it is capable of 
obscuring American awareness of the real 
issues, 

Reporter discloses the issues in the Lrani- 
an crisis after an extended conversation 
with Reza Shahshahani, former head of the 
Persian desk of the OWI. 


The Iranian Government is dominated by 
a feudal nobility surrounding the 27-year- 
old King, Mohammed Reza Shah Pahlevi. 
His father was dictator until exiled in 1941] 
after Allied demands for the ousting of 
thousands of Nazi agents from the Govern- 
ment machinery were rejected by his Gov- 
ernment. 


Close Ties With Oil 


The court entourage, which has connec- 
tions also with the leading textile magnates, 
is in the control of astute, experienced Brit- 
ish representatives-——the Indian-trained Am 
bassador, Sir Reader Bullard, and Gen. Wil 
liam Fraser, the military attache. These 
British figures have close ties with the 
Anglo-Iranian Oil Co., dominating the wealth 
of the Southwestern oil fields. 

Under British aegis and under the 
Shah, the democratic and agrarian 
movements of Iran were bitterly suppressed. 
But the enlightened workers, clergymen and 
teachers continued their struggles under 
ground and, once the dictator was ousted 
by the Anglo-Soviet forces, formed them- 
selves into the Tudeh party, 

There is no sharp separation between the 
Iranian democratic movement as a whole 
and its counterparts in the two Northwest- 
ern provinces, where ‘the overwhelming 
majority of the people are Azerbaijanians 
and speak a language of their own.

The present uprising in that area is es 
sentially directed toward political and cul- 
tural autonomy. It is opposed to the dic- 
tatorial rule of the Central Government, 
But it is not a separatist movement; it is 
part of the general democratic tendency in 
Iran with specific Azerbaijanian features. 


Movement of Long Standing 


It is not at all true, says Mr. Shahshaha- 
ni, that the Soviet occupation forces are 
actively directing or encouraging this move- 
ment; the Soviet Union is simply refraining 
from any suppression of it. Stories of 
trucks and munitions supposedly supplied 
by the Red Army are fictitious. 


The democratic movement in Iran is not 
new. Armed clashes have been occurring 
for years between the popular forces and 
the Central Government's gendarmerie, The 
American public has simply never been in- 
formed about them.

In Book on Wounded Men 


“We Are the Wounded.” by Keith Wheeler. (2. -P. 


Dutton & Co., New York.) 

On the second day of the week-long hell 
that was Iwo Jima, Keith Wheeler, Chicago 
Times correspondent and author of the 
superb “The Pacific Is My Beat,” came t 
the end of his Pacific war career when 
bullet tore into his lower jaw and throat. 
He was rushed to a ship and his life was 
saved. Out of the two months he spen 
with the wounded, Wheeler has written 
searing book, 

During the long succession of beachheads 
he walked, Wheeler had thought the dead 
were “the ultimate expression of war, the 
essence of war’s filth and decay and vio 
lence.” Now he saw the more ruinous ha 
vest-the sightless, the limbless, the bah 
bling, the crushed. 

His own is akin to a hundred thousand 
case histories that tell extremes of suffer- 
ing typical of what modern warfare can 
do to a body and brain. What Wheeler 
writes in this insistent book will be shunned 
by the complacent, and damned by those 
who see in it no connection with their own 
espousal of ideologies and prejudices that 
end in war. But the bulk of the American 
people will find it is their conscience.

T IS now quite clear that on the subject of the Big Three there

For within the next.10 days another 


meeting of the Big Three was convoked. 


It is reasonable to suppose that 
Mr. Truman must have been 
‘thinking about a face-to-face meet- 
‘ing of the three big men and not 
‘about meetings of the three big 
governments, 

Here and abroad there are many 
who think that a meeting of the 
Big Three is inconsistent with the 
spirit of the UNO. Surely that de- 
pends on what is done at the meet- 
ing. The Big Three, who are re- 

sponsible for creating the UNO, 
may be so foolish or so wicked as 
to wish now to destroy it. But it is 
just as possible, and much more 
likely, that they must settle cer- 
tain questions, which they alone 
can settle, in order that the UNO 
may be able to get off to a good 
start. 


The Basic Issue. 


This is, it seems to me, quite 
evidently the case if the UNO is 
to handle successfully the first 
great problem which comes before 
it—the problem of _ regulating 
atomic energy. The Truman- 
Attlee-King d€claration to the 
‘world will have to be followed up 


by a concrete plan submitted to. 


the UNO. If, as was done at Dum- 
barton Oaks before San Francisco, 
this plan is drafted in agreement 
with the Soviet Government and 
sponsored by it as well as by the 
three so-called “atomic powers,” is 
there any doubt that the chances 
of success will be infinitely 
greater? 

‘The immediate danger of the 
atomic bomb is that it will precipi- 
tate a race of armaments between 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union. If, when he is in Moscow, 
Mr. Byrnes can persuade Mr. Molo- 
tov to join him in working out a 
common plan (for regulating 
atomic bombs, that, in itself, will 
do more than anything else could 
possibly do to make it reasonably 
certain that the plan finally 
adopted by the UNO will work. 


Agreement in Advance. 


It is not contrary to the spirit 
of an international organization 
that Mr. Byrnes should seek a 
preliminary agreement with Mr. 
Bevin and Mr. Molotov. He will 
“be doing only what Senator Con- 
nally and Senator Vandenberg did 
when they found ways of agreeing 
on the UNO Charter before it was 
submitted to the Senate, The 
. Connally- Vandenberg agreement 
‘was not “undemocratic.” It did 
not impair the prerogatives of the 
Senate. It was the only thing that 
had to be done in order to save 
the Charter from being destroyed 
_by a partisan conflict. 

A Byrnes-Molotov-Bevin agree- 


ment on a plan to regulate atomic 
energy is the thing that is most 
certain to protect the UNO from 
being split wide open by an inter- 
national conflict. 


There are many other questions 
which the Big Three ought to 
settle if the business of pacifica- 
tion and peace-making is to go 
forward. There ought to be a 
settlement of the dispute about 
the control of Japan. There ought 
to be an agreement to recognize 
the justice and the importance of 
settling with France on the status 
of the Ruhr, the Rhineland and 
the Saar. There ought to be an 
agreement about how treaties of 
peace are to be drafted for rati- 
fication by an eventual peace con- 
ference. 

There is no doubt that if the 
Moscow meeting produces agree- 
ment on atomic energy, Japan, 
Western Germany and the pro- 
cedure of peace-making, it will be 
a huge success. If it produces only 
an agreement on a common. policy 
for dealing with atomic energy, 
even if it is no more than an 
agreement to work out a common 
policy, the Big Three will make 
it much easier to agree subse- 
quently on the questions they are 
not yet able to settle. 


Entitled to Our Good Will. 


Surely the three Foreign Minis- 
ters are entitled to the support 


and good will of all of us. The 
burden of making peace after so 
terrible a war is a heavy one for 
any man to bear. We must not, 
in the guise of free criticism, make 
it heavier by arraigning these 
men at the bar of public opinion 
and treating them as suspects pre- 
sumed to have sinister purposes 
until they prove their innocence. 


Almost every day in Congress, 
someone makes a speech about 
the conduct of foreign affairs in 
which our own public servants 
are given not the benefit of every 
reasonable doubt, but are subjected 
to the injury of every unreason- 
able suspicion. 

Everyone must, of course, have 
his say about anything he wants 
to talk about. But. when one 
thinks of the time and nervous 
energy that Gen. Marshall has 
had to expend at the Pearl Harbor 
investigation before he could start 
off on one of the most difficult 
diplomatic missions an American 
has ever undertaken—of what en- 
ergy Secretary Byrnes had to de- 
vote to Mr. Hurley at a time when 
he should have been devoting his 
whole thought to the Moscow 
meeting—one wonders whether we 
shall not have to breed a race 
of supermen to endure the strain 
of American public life.

aware of the recruiting problem 
he faces. He does not, however, 
know quite what to do about it. 
He has suggested an upward re- 
_vision of Government salaries, but 
that in itself will not be enough. 

A little patience from all of us 
,would probably help; a little less 
readiness to assess blame and a 
little more willingness to give out 
praise when it’s called for. 

Byrnes is beginning to reorgan- 
ize the cumbersome, over-bur- 
dened machinery of the State De- 
partment. He has brought in a 
group of young men out of Eisen- 
hower’s headquarters in Europe 
who are proceeding thoroughly 
‘and carefully to chart a new path. 

In going to Moscow, he should 
be able to feel confident of sup- 
port from back home. True, he 
has made serious mistakes in the 
past. The lack of preparation for 
the London conference of Foreign 
Ministess was a bad blunder. 

But Byrnes has shown through- 
out his career that he can profit 
by past mistakes. Good luck, Mr. 
Secretary, happy landings and a 
; better world. ~

G. S. Roudebush Aided in 
Directing Ship to Pick Up 
Lt. L. D. Slattery. 


St. Louisans' War Exploits 


George S. Roudebush, back from 
Pacific duty as a marine intel- 
ligence officer, told today of the 
rescue of another St. Louisan who 
made a forced landing off the 
Japanese island stronghold of 
Yap. 

Roudebush, who has resumed 
law practice here, helped in the 
radio direction of a destroyer sent 
out from his American base at 
Ulithi to pick up Marine First Lt. 
Larry D. Slattery, adrift in a rub- 
ber life raft. The rescue took 
place last summer. 


Lt. Slattery, also based on 
Ulithi southwest of Guam, was 
flying a Hellcat plane on a photo 
reconnaissance mission wheh his 
engine failed. 


“Before Slattery ditched his 
plane,” Roudebush related, “he 


| got a message off to a Nay: plane. 


After hitting the water, he 
crawled out on a wing and inflated 
a rubber raft. His plane sank. 


“A while later, two American 
dive bombers left a formation go- 
ing against Yap to cover Slat- 
tery. When we got a message at 
the base that he was in the drink, 
we went to work. We sent out 
an observation plane. Then a de- 
stroyer set out. 


“Our plane sent back informa: 
tion on Slattery, and we relayed 
it to the destroyer. Radio condi- 
tions made that method neces- 
sary. About midnight, after eight 
hours afloat in choppy water and 
with a bad case of seasickness, 
Slattery was picked up.” 

Lt. Slattery, who holds the Air 
Medal with Oak Leaf Cluster, is 
a brother of Mrs. R. Forder 
Buckley, 11 Wakefield road, La- 
due.

of 250 watts power can be pur- 
chased for less than $10,000, with 
delivery next summer, a survey 
made by the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission shows, 

Senator Glen H. Taylor (Dem.), 
Idaho, said in making public re- 
sults of the survey that frequency 
modulation costs were far less 
than most persons realized and 
that “radio broadcasting is well 
within the reach of small business 
enterprises, farm groups, co-op- 
eratives, labor unions and educa- 
tional institutions.” 


Senator Taylor, a member of 
the Senate Small Business Com- 
mittee, sought the cost data afte: 
receiving numerous inquiries, es- 
pecially from veterans, as to how 
much it would take to get started 
in f.m. broadcasting. 


The low expense involved means 
that it is possible for ownership 
in the f. m. band to be widely dis- 
persed, Senator Taylor said, add- 
ing that “nothing would be more 
unhealthy for the future of free 
speech and open and fair discus- 
sion of public issues than to al- 
low the control of this new f. m. 
broadcasting to become concen- 
trated in the hands of a few peo- 
ple.” - He urged that applications 
for frequencies be made as soon as 
possible. 

The median prices given for 
equipment in five categories were 
as follows: 250 watts, $9508; 1000 
watts, $14,758; 3000 watts, $17,- 
858; 10,000 watts, $27,308, and 50,- 
000 watts, $80,558. These estimates 
include transmitters, antennas, 
control consoles, pick-ups and 
turntables, but do not include real 
estate, tower censtruction, studio 
furnishings and engineer’s and at- 
torney’s fees. 

The FCC estimated that a 250- 
watt station with an antenna 100 
feet in the air would reach out 
roughly 25 miles, and 52 miles if 


the 


athe antenna were i000 feet in the 


air, as On a hilltop. 
Manufacturers’ estimated that 
the first deliveries of new f. m. 
transmitters would be made early 
in 1946, while delivery on orders on 
hand last month would be made 
in six months to a year.

The promoter looks forward 
hopefully to closing a light-heavy- 
weight title match here between 
Archie Moore, an impressive win- 
ner on last night’s show at Kiel 
Auditorium and the champion, 
Cus Lesnevich. 

Those plans suffered a shock 
yesterday when Lew Diamond, 
manager of Lesnevich, the light 
heavyweight champion, died in 
Hot Springs, Ark., but Bernstein 
fs still ready to make Lesnevich 
or his new manager, whoever he 
may be, an offer to meet Moore 
in this city, 

Ohaney Makes P0or Match. 

Moore, returning to a St. Louis 
ring after an absence of eight 
years, knocked out Colion Chaney, 
Indianapolis, in five rounds last 
night in the feature of a five- 
bout program, which despite 
snowy weather, attracted 2620 pa- 
trons who contributed $4936.10. 

Chaney didn’t give Moore much 
of a chance to show his stuff as 
the Indianapolis Negro, despite a 
weight advantage of 12 pounds, 
was obviously scared stiff and 
seemed to hope only to postpone 
the inevitable. 

Moore, showing the effects of 
his long campaigns abroad, ap- 
peared to be calm and _ «cool 
throughout and simply waited for 
the time when he could deliver 
his haymaker, a righthand blow, 
which sent Chaney down for the 
count of 1 

Previous to the knockout Moore 
toyed with Chaney, hitting him 
almost at will with very little re- 
turn. He put Chaney down for 
a count of five in the third, 
dropped him again in the fourth 
when Chaney got up without a 
count then, after 2 minutes 40 
seconds of the fifth, put the In- 
dianapolis boy away for the even- 
ing. 

Colion spent nearly all of his 
time running from Moore, grab- 
bing his gloves or otherwise at- 
tempting to protect himself from 
the sharpshooting Archie, who 
gained a hollow victory with his 
knockout. 

Bud Cottey Makes a Hit. 

One of the most interesting 
bouts was that in which Bud Cot- 
tey, Indianapolis, just released 
from the Army, easily outpointed 
Oliver Johnson, St. Louis Negro, 
in six rounds. Cottey boxed nicely 
and his sharp left hand was just 
too much for Johnson. 

John Gulley, another St. Louis 
Negro, making his first profes- 
sional start, lost a six-round de- 
cision to John Deer of Muncie, 
Ind. Gulley, inexperienced as he 
is, showed that he was very ner- 
vous over breaking into the 
money ranks and a future meet- 
ing between the two may find the 
decision reversed. 

Dave Riley, St. Louis Negro, re- 
versed the verdict of his previous 
meeting with Sparky Reynolds of 
West Virginia. He outpointed 
Reynolds in six rounds in a rough 
and tumble match, a much better 
show for the spectators than was 
their previous meeting. 

The only knockout on the card 
was scored by Iggy Page, St. 
Louis, who dropped John Bartley, 
Dayton, O., for 10 in the first

If hunters have an “occupational 
disease” it is tularemia, which 
most of us connect with the cot- 
tontail. The fact is that tularemia 
is carried by a long list of animal, 
bird and insect species and for 
this reason sportsmen = should 
know something about it. The 
disease was brought into this 
country many years ago by ship's 
rats on boats from the Orient and 
takes its name from one of the 
California counties where it was 
discovered. 

The percentage of fatalities 
from tularemia was at one time 
very high but has dropped in re- 
cent years: there is also good rea- 
s0n to hope that some of the pow- 
erful germicides now being direct- 
ly extracted from the _ soil will 
prove effective as a treatment. 
Nevertheless, the course of tulare- 
mia is long and painful and con- 
valescence is slow, so that it pays 
to use preventive measures. 

Here is a list, probably not com- 
plete, of game species which have 
been found infected with tula- 
remia: cottontail and jack rabbit, 
snowshoe hare, tree and ground 
squirrel, coyote, wildcat, fox, musk- 
rat, opossum, deer, bullsnake, 
ground hog, sage hen, ruffed and 
sharptail grouse, quail, skunk, 
prairie dog, field mouse, wild rat 
and practically all insects which 
these birds and animals harbor. 
Looking at this list, it seems to 
me that game birds and rodents 
and the small carnivorae which 
prey upon them are nearly all 
susceptible and that practically 
all the wildlife on a given range 
may become infected. Most do- 
Westicated birds and animals seem 
fo be immune, for the disease has 
not bn found in cattle, horses,

Tularemia is one of 
the few infections that pass readi- 
ly through the unbroken sk 
Most cases develop from direct 
handling of infected game and 
coming in contact with blood. A 
common point of infection is the 
eye, where the hunter happens to 
touch his face after handling the 
game. Small scratches or cuts are 
particularly dangerous as _ infec- 
tion points. But there are also 
numerous cases traced to the bite 
of an infected insect, while even 
the excretions of these insects are

ticks, rabbit lice, deerflies, stable 
flies, rabbit and squirre] fleas all 
are known to carry tularemia. 
Like bubonic plague, tularemia 
is generally first indicated by the 
swelling of some lymph gland and 
a sore spot at the point of in- 
fection, these appearing from one 
to nine days after exposure. The 
disease develops rapidly thereaft- 
er, generally accompanied by 
fever. Fortunately if you are will- 
ing to take a few precautions, 
there is little danger of contract- 
ing the disease. Wear a pair of 
light leather gloves in the field 
and use them when handling 
game. Avoid getting blood on 
your bare hands. When cleaning 
game, always take the precaution 
of wearing rubber gloves. And as 
soon as you get home from a 
hunt, wash your hands thoroughly. 


Bird Hunters Snowed In. 


If the snow stays on the ground, 
this weekend won’t provide much 
sport for bird hunters unless they 
have time to push southward out 
of the snow belt. And _ since 
southern Missouri probably pro- 
vides this season's poorest shoot- 
ing, it might not be worth the 
effort. From the standpoint of 
preserving the quail, hunting in 
the snow is bad business. Covies 
scattered late in the day may not 
get together again and _ thus

Airborne Operation Approved. 

The influential Peiping paper 
Ta Kung Pao reported the Rus- 
sians had agreed to permit use of 
American transport planes and 
pilots for moving Chinese troops 
to Changchun, capital of Man- 
churia. 

It also was reported in Peiping 
that the Russians might delay 
beyond the Jan. 3 deadline their 
departure from Manchuria to aid 
the Chinese government forces in 
establishing control. 

A semi-official dispatch from 
Manchuria said Russian troops 
would be responsible for maintain- 
ing order in Changchun until they 
withdraw, regardless of the pres- 
ence of Chinese Government 
forces.

In Railroad Row Over Equipment 


Pennsylvania Refuses to Accept 8 Coaches 
With Wood-and-Steel Trucks, Hauls Own 
Cars to Chicago While Sailors Fume.

CHICAGO, Dec. 14 (AP)—A dif- 
ference between eastern and west- 
ern railroad regulations on oper- 
ating equipment left 600 Navy 
veterans from the Pacific stranded 
for nearly 21 hours in Chicago. 

The sailors arrived from San 
Francisco at 9 a.m. Wednesday 
and finally departed for Bain- 
bridge, Md. and discharge at 
5:45 a.m. Thursday. 

Railroad spokesmen said _ the 
train of 19 coaches owned by the 
Frisco railroad, but withdrawn 
from it to be placed in the mili- 
tary car pool, was made up at San 
Francisco by the Southern Pacific, 
turned over to the Santa Fe at 
Richmond, Calif., and brought 
here. 

Six coaches were turned over to 
the Nickel Plate Railroad here 
and the other 13 were to he 
turned over to the Pennsylvania 
Road Wednesday, but the latter 
refused to accept eight coaches 
because they had composite trucks, 
made partly of wood and partly of 
steel. 

While the sailors fretted and 
fumed, the Pennsylvania dead- 
headed eight all-steel coaches here 
from Indianapolis, then remade

the troop train and proceeded east- 
ward. 


A Santa Fe spokesman said his 
railroad was not at fault, and that 
the car numbers were telegraphed 
to the Pennsylvania 24 hours in 
advance. A Pennsylvania spokes- 
man, however, said hig road had 
not been notified of the copnposite 
truck-type coaches in time and 
said this type of coach was re- 
stricted on all eastern lines and 
had not been used at all by the 
Pennsylvania for many years. 

“Much as we like to move vet- 
erans promptly we just can not 
and will not operate that type of 
equipment on our railroad,” said 
the Pensylvania spokesman. 

Both Santa Fe and Pennsy!- 
vania men said the incident was 
one of “those unfortunate things’”’ 
bound to occur this month when 
all the railroads are moving an 
“impossible load” of service men 
and civilian travelers,

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“Leave Us Face Things" With "Archie" 
NGLISH as she is never spoke except by Ed Gardner ‘is 
EF currently to be heard four times daily at the FOX Thea- 
ter, in “DUFFY’S TAVERN,” movie from the well-known 
radio program by the same name starring Gardner as “Archie.

does go wrong 
The thing that's been added is a sort of 
vaudeville show by a number of movie stars (all 
from Paramount Studios, by not too strange a coincidence, 
seeing that Paramount made the picture). The stars include 
Eddie Bracken who does a very funny stint as a movie double 
who gets all the falls, the buffets and the pies thrown in the 
face while the handsome star gets the credit for the “acting”; 
Betty Hutton, as a patient trying to explain to her psychiatrist 
why she has the jumps and the jives; Alan Ladd and Veronica 
Lake in a short takeoff on the kind of toughies the two 
usually portray on the screen that is as hilarious as it is un- 
expected: a review, in a kind of March of Time style, of the 
Life and Doings of Bing Crosby that will keep you chuckling 
even if the proceedings are more hysterical than historical; 
and Cass Daley, in a vocal hunt for a man—any man—that out- 
howls anything or anybody in the picture, including La Hutton. 

The stars were all staying at this certain hotel down the 
block from the Tavern, Archie has been putting up 14 returned- 
to-civilian-life soldiers who are still out of work because the 
phonograph records factory run by Victor Moore {is bankrupt. 
Archie has been putting up the soldiers so well that Duffy’s 
books are $1200 or $1400 in the red. The only thing that can 
save Archie from Duffy’s wrath, and can get the record fac- 
tory running again, is money. The stars put on a “block” 
party for Archie, and down comes The End on an everybody- 
is-happy finale. 

This review ought not be ended without including a few 
of Archie’s ways of saying things. Here goes. Archie “re- 
desecrates” rather than re-decorates the place, He refers to 
the forthcoming appearances of the movie stars as being “in 
their own flesh and blood.” -He says “Leave us review the 
status of the quo.” He attributes his own success to “per- 
sonal maggotism.” Trapped, he states, “You leave me with no 
alternate.” The picture makes for good entertainment. The 
malapropisms dive off the tongue with all the grace of a pack 
of bulls plunging about a china shop, 


Hargrove Still in Army, With Robert Walker. 


“WHAT NEXT, CORPORAL HARGROVE,” which opened 
yesterday at LOEW'S, is a very, funny and highly enjoyable 
comedy, the second in the series of “Hargrove” stories made 

by Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer and still starring 
Robert Walker in the title role. 

Again with Walker, who again plays the 
fumbling G.I, now raised to the exalted status 
of a corporal, of the first film, is Keenan Wynn.

There's all the kind of 
fun shown that’s possible in litttle-soldier lives the motif of 
which is mud, with blood, sweat, and laughs thrown in. Even 
though the war is now over, there’s nothing that’s dated in 
the picture. The reason would seem to be that, in spite of all 
the guris shooting and the brush Walker has with some German 
soldiery, the picture is not about waf but about human beings. 
The human beings are not the same humans the Ernie Pyle 
picture, “G.I Joe,” for instance, was about. Yet, strangely, the 
two sets of soldiers seemed equally convincing. 

Chill Wills plays the sergeant in bang-up style. Hugo Haas 
* does a rollicking job as the Mayor of a small French town 
“captured” by Walker singlehanded. Jean Porter is a cute 
little snubnose who plays the Mayor's daughter and spends a 
lot of time trying to make Walker forget the girl he left back 
home.

“THIS LOVE OF OURS,” starring Merle Oberon, Charles 
Korvin, and Claude Rains, is at the AMBASSADOR. In spite 
of the stars, excellent and agreeable actors all, the story comes 
out disappointing. The disappointment is in 
this—that the persons the stars play aren’t con- 
vincing and sometimes, after all the trouble the 
three principals have gone to to make the char- 
acters seem intelligent, they are downright silly 
in the things they do, think, and say. 
Merle plays the wife of Korvin, a success- 
ful doctor. A lot of buildup succeeds in showing 
them very happy together.+ Then Korvin overhears a conversa- 
tion between two female drones to the effect that his wife is 
“no better than she should be.” The drones drop out of the 
film, but Korvin follows his wife down the street and sees her 
go into a house arm-in-arm with a man he doesn’t know. He 
won't let her explain saying he “knows all he needs to know,” 
and denounces her in front of all their friends at their daugh- 
ter’s birthday party Ten years pass The daughter’s grown 
and Korvin rescues his wife from a suicide attempt. He tries 
to explain that he has learned what suffering is, Merle re- 
fuses to listen, saying she “knows all she needs to know” He 
brings her home with him, and they try to win over the daugh- 
ter to the new wife The daughter who thinks her mother 
dead, refuses to listen She “knows all she needs to know.” 
It goes on like that with Rains‘trying to play a very wise man 
who knows everything will work out badly in the end. But he 
is happy when things work out well in spite of everybody. 
For a lot of intelligent people who also loved one another, 
everybody certainly knew all he or she needed to know at 
exactly the wrong time when a refusal to do anything but 
dash madly out of the house was sure to cause the maximum 
trouble—or should one say “plot complications.”

Economical 
Menus for

LITTLE propoganda for to- 
Ace's luncheon menu I believe 

will be of interest to the busy 
woman who_is anxious to always 
serve meals that her family or 
guests enjoy. Broiled hamburgers 
and broiled potatoes are not only 
elegant in appearance, but they 
are just°as satisfying to eat, Of 
course, the pare kind of meat 
and the right kind of potatoes 
must be chosén ani then the 
preparation must be keyed to the 
actual cooking procedure, The 
beef for the hamburger must be 
The surface of 
ground meat is so much greater 
than the original meat that spoil- 
age organisms quickly get to work 
and soon give it an off flavor. 
When hamburger is fresh, it is 
possible to make it taste as good 
as steak anytime. Salt, pepper, 
and possibly a beaten egg are all 
that is necessary for the best of 
flavor. The meat may be shaped 
into patties that are round, 
squares, or triangular, and they 
should be of the same thickness 
as the potato slices in order to 
cook done in the same timé. Of 
course, the potatoes must be pre- 
cooked to the point where they 
are about half done. If they are 
first boiled in saM water, they 
will require little or no salt. When 
the meat and potatoes are turned 
over to brown on the second side 
a sprinkling of dry permesan 
cheese over the potatoes will give 
not only a tempting crust but a 
delicious flavor. Serve the po- 
tatoes and hamburgers on the 
same platter—meat in the center 
and potatoes on each end. A gar- 
nish of parsley or cress will com- 
plete the arrangement. 


Honey Nut Bars, 


Sift all-purpose flour and mea- 
sure one and one-half cups. Re- 
sift three times with two tea- 
spoons baking powder and one- 
fourth teaspoon salt. Combine 
one cup honey, three tablespoons 
melted shortening, two well beaten 
eggs, and one teaspoon vanilla 
extract and mix well. Add the 
flour' mixture gradually and beat 
Mix in one-half 
teaspoon grated lemon rind and 
one cup chopped walnuts, Pour 
into a greased pan (10%x15%x% 
inches) and bake at 350 degrees 
Fahrenheit for 15 to 18 minutes, 
Cool slightly and cut into bars 
2%x1% inches. These may be 
iced if desired. Combine one cup 
confectioner’s sugar, one-fourth 
cup milk and a few drops of va- 
nilla, Spread over the bars be- 
fore removing from the pan. 
Makes 40 bars.

Meat Custard. 


Custard for the main dish of 
the meal may be an entirely new 
idea for you, but we believe you 
will find it a pleasant change and 
an excellent way to stretch left- 
over meat. Saute two tablespoons 
chopped onion in one tablespoon 
of pork drippings for five min- 
utes. Add one 14-ounce can of 
evaporated milk and two-thirds 
cup of pork gravy or stock. Season 
with one teaspoon salt and a 
dash of pepper. Heat to scalding 
and pour over three = slightly 
beaten eggs. Add two cups of 
hot cooked rice Spread ene cup 
of left-over pork cut in thin 
strips in a greased baking dish 
(7%x11%x2 inches). Add the rice 
mixture and one-fourth pound of 
clean, wilted spinach in the cen- 
ter. Place in a pan of hot water 
and bake at 300 degrees Fahren- 
heit for 30 to 35 minutes, or until 
custard is set. The spinach is 
wilted by allowing it to stand in 
boiling water for two minutes. 
Drain well. Serves four.

IR ELLIS HUME WILLIAMS, 
S famous divorce court lawyer 

of London, once said _ that 
“women are less faithful than 
men.” This statement will prob- 
ably make chivalrous American 
bloo¢ boil. For, according to our 
romantic tradition, woman is s0 
much purer and finer than man 
that she makes any male look 
like a dirty deuce. And our di- 
vorce records would seem to con- 
firm thig opinion. If one believes 
such files, »% lady is ever respon- 
sible for the wreckage of her 
home. 

It is always the man’s fault 
he man’s cruelty, laziness, faith- 
essness or desertion of responsi- 
bility. Not once in a thousand 
times is the missus sued or 
brought to bar for her shortcom- 
ings. And if she is, a few nice, 
wet tears will fix things pretty. 


Now this may be polite practice, 
but you know, as well as I, that 
it’s the bunk. Women are quite 
as much to blame for divorce as 
men. Indeed I suspect that we 
are more to blame. When a man 
marries, he generally does so be- 
cause he wants a home. 

That home once. established, 
he’s inclined to stick to it—given 
the breaks. Nor does he deserve 
too much credi. for such “faith- 
fulness.”

CAB PUTS FLOOR OF $375 
UNDER AIR FARES TO LONDON 


WASHINGTON, D Dec. 14 (AP)— 
The Civil Aeronautics Board acted 
under a general grant of power 
today to put a floor of $375 under 
fares to London and clear away 
the major difficulty in providing 
full-scale North Atlantic air serv- 
ice, 

At the same time the board rec- 
ognized an informal understand- 
ing whereby the British »will per- 
mit United States carriers to 
make 14 round trips weekly to 
England. 

The CAB granted seven trips 
each to Pan American Airways 
and American Overseas Airlines, 
with a limitation that each not 
offer more than 250 seats. This 
averages about 35 passengers a 
trip, and is more than can be car- 
ried in the DC-4s now in use. The 
biggest question in informal talks 
with the British has been whether 
the CAB had the authority to pro- 
tect foreign carriers against un- 
economic | fare re cutting.

How to Use 


An Allowance 
By Angelo Patri 


HILDREN know nothing 
CF avout the meaning and use of 

money. For them it is a 
means of getting things they 
want. They must learn how to 
value, how to use money and ex- 
perience is the only way they 
can come by that knowledge. 

As soon as a child begins asking 
for money to buy candy, he 
should be put on allowance, His 
memory is short, his span of ex- 
perience is brief, sometimes a 
matter of hours and the experi- 
ence is gone. That is why we give 
a little child his allowance two 
times a week, even three, so that 
his spending and its consequent 
experience may be reinforced by 
memory. 

As the child grows older his 
allowance is increased and his 
responsibilities with it. He is 
taught to keep an account and his 
father or mother goes over the 
account with him, praising his 
forethought, his wise spendings, 
and saying as little about his 
mistakes as possible. Those mis- 
takes are what educate him pro- 
vided his parents do not make 
them’ good and so cheat him of 
his experience, 

Children must be trained in 
buying, so trips to market, to the 
shops with father or mother gare 
part of his education in the use 
of money. Gradually the child's 
buying privileges are extended so 
that by the time he reaches ado- 
lescence he knows something of 
the value of money and its use. 
That is necessary for his pro- 
tection because soon he will have 
to be on his own feet and carry 
his own responsibilities. It is 
cruel to keep a child in ignorance 
of the use of money and sudden- 
ly send him off to use his allow- 
ance as he sees fit. That is what 
makes trouble for some college 
students, inexperience with inde- 
pendent spending, earning and 
saving for the future needs, 

Allowances should be graded 
according to family income, not 
too much, never too little. It 
is a sad mistake for a middle- 
class family to give their children 
the allowance, clothes, entertain- 
ment that only millionaires can 
afford. It is just as bad a mis- 
take to pinch a child of a wealthy 
family in the belief that such 
treatment teaches him economy. 
Either way is wasteful. Grade the 
allowance to the family’s living 
standard from the start and there 
will be less trouble. 

And, what is of great impor- 
tance here, gradually take the 
children into family partnership 
and let them know what the fi- 
nancial standing of the family is 
and engage their co-operation. 
When that is done early enough 
there is no trouble about spend- 
ing money.

“To Boot”

NEW ‘YORK, Thursday. 


UESDAY afternoon I talked at 
T some length with a Dutch 

publisher and his wife, whose 
family are Texans, and also with 
a representative of the press from 
Norway. All of them have been 
traveling in the United States, and 
are on their way back to their 
own countries. 

They will arrive there in mid- 
winter. The best they can hope 
for in heating their offices is to 
keep a temperature of 48 degrees 
Fahrenheit. In their homes they 
can have enough coal to cook one 
hot meal a day, and that will be 
all the heat there will be in the 
whole house, 

They cannot help being struck 
by how little we know of the daily 
discomforts which still are the 
familiar experience of all who live 
in a country where war has been 
on their doorsteps for the last five 
years, and where the results of 
war still are evident on every hand. 

THESE PEOPLE FEEL, quite 
rightly I believe, that the Allies 
who made a stand against Ger- 
many and Japan, are entitled to 
our help before we do anything 
beyond the mere subsistence level 
for our enemies. Of course, I en- 
tirely agree with them, 

People,.and especially children, 
who have lived through starvation 
and cold and fear for five years 
have reached the breaking point 
and must have help immediately. 
It is not our purpose to let the 
German people starve. However, 
in these past five years, they have 
had the food and coal taken from 
the other nations and they are 
therefore better able to stand the 
hardships of this winter than are 
the peoples of our allies. 

My visitors told me how much 
the American soldier has earned 
in admiration and respect wher- 
ever he fought. I think I detected 
a hope, though it was not ex- 
pressed, that the American civil-

South made nF ny ‘five-club con- 
tract, losing only one trump and 
one diamond. He could stand the 
repeated forces in spades with 
clubs as trump, whereas he could 
not have maintained the same 
control at a heart contract. 


The onus for letting South 
name both of his suits, thereby 
asking for and getting North's 
preference, was entirely on West. 
He fell down woefully in the field 
of tactics. Observe: when he 
heard South’s cue bid, announcing 
a huge hand and issuing a direc- 
tive for a game contract, West 
thought it worth while to bid 
three spades, to make it more dif- 
ficult for North to respond. This 
highly limited objective was 
served, all right, due to North's 
pitiable weakness, but then when 
South himself came in with four 
hearts, the natural choice, West 
felt obligated to/go on in spades 
as a sacrifice. Thereupon, South 
was able to name his other suit. 


It is understandabBle that West 
did not really want\to reach four 
spades with his um ssive 


honor holding, but it required 
little foresight to realize that that 
action would have to be taken 
sooner or later. So why not im- 
mediately? Surely, there was 
good reason for thinking that if a 
three-spade shutout- was degir- 
able, four spades figured to be 
more effective. Poker players will 
recognize West's actual bid as 
“sending a boy to do a man’s 
work.” 

If the four-spade shutout had 
come from West, South would 
have had to be clairvoyant to bid 
five clubs rather than five 
hearts.
